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Council in 
pledge on 
problem 
of horses 

COUNCIL chiefs have 
pledged to take action on 
stray horses plaguing Dud¬ 
ley’s streets. 

Their action plan comes in 
the wake of a successful trial 
and has seen police rounding 
up animals in the borough. 

It was introduced follow¬ 
ing a surge in calls from the 
public about horses causing 
problems in streets and 
roaming around parks. 

Around 120 horses have 
been collected by police and 
taken outside of the borough 
to be rehomed since the 
scheme began. 

The council says following 
its success, it will continue 
to impound in partnership 
with the police and bailiffs. 

Residents will still be able 
to report stray horse sight¬ 
ings to the council and 
action will taken to remove 
them if they are close to the 
road. 

Work will also be under¬ 
taken to reduce the number 
of animals using land and 
nature reserves for illegal 
grazing. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
who represents the Brock- 
moor and Pensnett ward 
which has been one of the 
worst affected areas for 
stray horses, said: “I’m 
pleased with the work that is 
being done and the feedback 
I have got from residents is 
the situation is improving 
but there are still problems. 

“My only disappointment 
is that it took so long.” 

Police look 
for rucksack

A BUSINESS park which 
was once home to the his¬ 
toric Helix stationery fac¬ 
tory is going on the market - 
as staff on the site prepare to 
move to a new home.

However, French based 
stationery group Maped 
secured its future when it 
bought the firm for an undis¬ 
closed sum last month. The 
remaining 38-staff on site 
are due to leave the Engine 
Lane plant within the next 
few weeks for new premises. 

Developer Mountcity 
Group said it was actively 
seeking tenants for the 
seven acre site. 

Commercial property 
agents Bulleys is acting on 
behalf of the developer to 
find prospective firms want¬ 
ing to take over at the site. 

Mountcity Investments 
director Ken Atkinson said: 
“Our agents Bulleys will be 
remarketing the site.” 

Helix managing director 
Mike Pell said a deal was 
nearly done to relocate to 
new “flagship” premises 
within a few miles of the pre¬ 
sent factory.

HIGH Streets across the region 
need to create their own identity to 
survive and offer alternatives to 
major retail sites such as Dudley’s 
Merry Hill shopping centre, it has 
been claimed. 

The incoming president of the 
Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce made the comments in light 
of the high numbers of empty shops 
in town centres. 

Cradley Heath solicitor Paul Ben¬ 


nett, who will take up the post in 
April, says each town needs to 
develop its own identity. 

He is also encouraging independ¬ 
ent retailers to take up shop space. 

“I think the challenge for Dudley 
Council and other councils is how to 
ensure there is an attractive propo¬ 
sition in some of those other areas 
such as Dudley, Walsall, Wolver¬ 
hampton and West Bromwich,” he 
said. “The key is going to be for 


those other areas to develop their 
own culture and target market.” 

Midland high streets are facing 
tough times according to rankings 
compiled for accountancy firm 
PricewaterhouseCoopers by the 
Local Data Company . 

Dudley and West Bromwich were 
named the two worst medium-sized 
towns in the country with 29 per 
cent and 28 per cent of shops empty 
respectively. Wolverhampton and 


Walsall are fifth and seventh in the 
top 10 large towns and cities, with 
27.3 per cent and 26.9 per cent of 
shops vacant. Mr Bennett, who is a 
senior partner at George Green 
Solicitors and is Dudley chamber 
president, said lower cost rates 
would only be a short-term answer. 

“There are some business who do 
require some help to get them off 
the ground but we have to think 
about long-term sustainability.” 


Firms fined as worker 
burned by electric cable 


Two firms have been fined after a demolition 
worker was engulfed in flames when he cut 
through a live 11,000-volt cable at an electric¬ 
ity substation while working in a foundry. 

Gould Singleton Architects Ltd, Halesowen, and DSM 
Demolition Ltd, Birmingham, have been ordered to pay 
thousands of pounds by Worcester Crown Court. They were 
prosecuted by the Health 
and Safety Executive follow¬ 
ing the incident which took 
place at an electricity sub¬ 
station in Worcester on July 
14 2006. 

The court heard DSM 
Demolition had been demol¬ 
ishing a foundry in Wain- 
wright Road, when 
35-year-old employee Lee 
Harris was told to cut 
through a cable. 

It was connected to a 
switching unit on a substa¬ 
tion which was still live. Mr 
Harris was engulfed in 
flames and suffered 20 per 
cent burns. He has been left 
with permanent disabilities 
and required skin grafts. 

Checks 

The court was told Gould 
Singleton Architects had 
told DSM Demolition all 
services to the site had been 
terminated. But DSM 
should have checked. 

DSM Demolition Ltd, of 
Arden Road, Birmingham, 
was found guilty on Septem¬ 
ber 26, 2011 of breaching 
Section 2(1) of the Health 
and Safety at Work etc Act. 

The company was fined 
£40,000 and ordered to pay 
£100,000 costs by Worcester 
Crown Court 
Gould Singleton Archi¬ 
tects Ltd, of Whitehall Road, 
Halesowen, pleaded guilty to 
breaching Section 3(1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work 
etc Act 1974 and Regulation 
15(3)(e) of the Construction 
(Design and Management) 
Regulations 1994. The com¬ 
pany was fined £20,000 and 
ordered to pay £20,872 costs. 

Speaking after the case, 
HSE inspector Tariq Khan 
said, neither of the frims 
made adequate checks.

£500,000 project complete 


A MAJOR £500,000 improvement project to 
a stretch of the historic Dudley canal has 
been officially unveiled after two years of 
work. 

The project has seen four and a half miles 
of canal towpath improved with two miles 
of the worst part resurfaced. Undergrowth 
has also been cleared along the Dudley No 
2 Canal, which runs from Blowers Green to 
Gosty Tunnel, exposing more of the special 
geological features, once used as a teaching 
resource by Birmingham University. 

Improvements have also been made to 10 
accesses along the canal as well as the 
installation of a new one.. 


Industrial artist Luke Perry, of Duncan 
Street, has created 33 permanent steel 
sculptures to stand along the canal serving 
as mile-and-half mile markers. 

Each one gives more detail about the his¬ 
tory of the canal and the area. 

The creations, costing £35,000, were cre¬ 
ated by Luke, aged 27, who owns Industrial 
Heritage Stronghold, Cradley Heath. 

The £500,000 grant from the National 
Lottery also means the Bumblehole Nature 
Reserve, Netherton, and Saltwells Nature 
Reserve are more accessible. Chairman of 
Dudley Canal Trust, Vic Smallshire said the 
project had been a success. 


Centre is 
told to 
improve 
services 

A CENTRE for adults with 
learning disabilities in Stour¬ 
bridge has been ordered to 
improve by health inspectors. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion visited the Ridge Hill 
Centre, Brierley Hill Road 
which has residents aged 
between 18 and 65. 

It raised concerns around 
whether people were receiv¬ 
ing care that met their needs 
and supported their rights. 
Inspectors reported that care 
plans did not always address 
a patient’s full needs. 

They called for improve¬ 
ments to be made. But centre 
bosses said it had already 
made changes. 

The visit was part of a pro¬ 
gramme to review learning 
disability services and assess 
whether patients receive 
appropriate care and support, 
and whether they are pro¬ 
tected from abuse. 

The review included 
observing how people were 
cared for, talking to patients, 
relatives, staff at the centre 
and other professionals, look¬ 
ing at patients records and 
care plans and checking 
recording systems. 

The Black Country Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation 
Trust’s associate chief operat¬ 
ing officer, Lesley Writtle, 
said: “We have already made 
improvements.”

CAMPAIGNERS have 
admitted defeat in their bid 
to force court action over the 
decision to axe Halesowen 
Fire Station and one of two 
24-hour crews in the area. 

They claimed they would 
have struggled to find legal 
costs of up to £60,000 to 
fund the planned judicial 
review. 

Under plans by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service one of the 
area’s two 24-hour fire 
crews will be axed and Hale¬ 
sowen Fire Station will shut 
on March 31. The fire serv¬ 
ice has launched a plan to 
build a new station covering 
both Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath. 

West Midlands Fire 
Authority chairman, Coun¬ 
cillor John Edwards, said he 
was pleased the process 
could now continue unhin¬ 
dered. 

Businessman Tony 

Billingham, who owns the 
Carlton Care group, and 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris led 
the campaign and helped 
raise £10,000 for legal fees. 

Mr Billingham, chairman 
of the campaigners’ commu¬ 
nity action group, said: “It 
has become clear that we 
would struggle to raise 
enough money, quickly 
enough, to take the case all 
the way.” 

Dog walker 
handed fine 

A DOG walker has been 
penalised more than £400 
for failing to clean up after 
his pet in a Dudley park. 

Aaron Perry, aged 18, was 
seen allowing his dog to foul 
in Woodside Park, Holly 
Hall, Netherton in July last 
year. 

But Perry, of Baptist End 
Road, failed to pay a £50 
fixed penalty fine and 
ignored council reminders. 

Dudley magistrates fined 
him £100 and ordered him 
to pay costs of £295 as well 
as a £15 victim surcharge, 
although he failed to appear 
in court on February 23. 

Project grant 

A £750 grant from the West 
Midlands Police Authority 
will help Asian women in 
Dudley to combat crime. 

The Humaara project, in 
Lye, plans to hold an aware¬ 
ness raising event for local 
Asian women. 

Maimoona Ramzan of 
Humaara, said: “We want to 
tackle the problem of Asian 
women who worry about 
going out alone.”

Mr Morris, who also represents Rowley 
Regis, said the campaign had brought the 
community together to fight for the cause. 

But they could not stump up the mount¬ 
ing legal costs of around £60,000 to take it 
to the High Court. “We are obviously dis¬ 


appointed that, despite the strong legal 
advice saying that the decision to cut fire 
protection locally was not taken legally, we 
have not been able to take our case all the 
way to court to ask for the decision to be 
overturned,” said the Conservative ME 

Concessions 

“This campaign has brought large sec¬ 
tions of the community together and I am 
pleased that we have been able to gain 
some concessions that looked unlikely 
when we began. 

“We will continue to argue for our area 
to be given the level of fire service that it 


needs and will argue strongly for the 
restoration of the fire engine if it does turn 
out that the fire service’s budgetary posi¬ 
tion is not as dire as they had indicated 
when they took this decision.” 

West Midlands Fire Authority chairman, 
Sand well Councillor John Edwards said 
the possible judicial review would have 
been “time consuming” and expensive. 

He added: “I’m pleased there will be no 
delay in the process for the local commu¬ 
nity to have a new merged facility for 
Cradley Heath and Halesowen.” 

West Midlands Fire Service chiefs say 


they have to find savings of up to £30 mil¬ 
lion by 2014 due to government cuts. 

Bosses have revealed plans to build a 
new fire station covering both town in the 
future.

A peti¬ 
tion has been started 
because we want the council 
to reopen the toilets.” 

Among the other sites 
closed are The Cross in 
Kingswinford and Cottage 
Street in Brierley Hill. The 
move left five toilet blocks 
in town centres in the bor¬ 
ough. 

The council does not have 
a statutory responsibility to 
provide public toilets. 


Neighbours are demand¬ 
ing a strong response from 
Environment Agency bosses. 

But officials said they are 
still analysing the situation 
and have not set a date for 
any further action to be 
taken. Agency workers were 
at the site last month to gain 
evidence of the firm’s prac¬ 
tices. 

The firm shreds and dries 
solid waste, turning the 
household rubbish and 
industrial refuse into fuel. 

Brierley Hill ward council¬ 
lor Rachel Harris called for 
the firm to show some good 
will to residents. “The situ¬ 
ation has dragged on more 
than a bit,” she said. 

“If the company is serious 
about remaining about trad¬ 
ing and as a neighbour in 
Brierley Hill they should be 
doing something to show 
people that they are seri¬ 
ously listening,” she said.

We have been 
very clear with the company 
about what they need to do.” 

Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd 
declined to comment.

Three churches are under 


threat of being closed down 


Three historic churches in Dudley town cen 
tre - including the landmark Bottom Church - 
will close within five years unless urgent 
action is taken, church leaders are warning. 

The announcement comes H by Charlotte Cross 
after an investigation into ™ 
the financial health of the 
churches. 

The Church of St 


Edmund, or “Bottom 
Church”, Castle Street, St 
James the Great in Eve Hill 
in and St John’s, Kates Hill 
have all been on red alert for 
12 months but have failed to 
make the necessary moves 
to stay open. 

Leaders at the Diocese of 
Worcester today admitted 
continuing the three build¬ 
ings into the future was 
“unviable”. 

The investigation into the 
finances of all seven of the 
churches in the Dudley town 
centre group, which it was 
claimed have been “living 
beyond their means” as they 
struggle with £1.12 million 
of urgent repairs and 
shrinking congregations. 

Heritage buildings officer 
at the diocese, Andrew Mot- 
tram, said he previously had 
been reluctant to offer more 
than advice until now, but 
had been forced to provide a 
“clear steer”. 

“I cannot tell them they 
have to close down - that is 
for the congregation and 
church council to decide,” he 


“But what I have done is 
tell them the way they are 
running now is not sustain¬ 
able.” 

In an open letter sent to 
all seven churches, Mr Mot- 
tram told leaders: “This 
matter cannot drag on for 
much longer,” and recom¬ 
mended St Edmund’s and St 
John’s - which has been 
boarded up since 2002 over 
safety fears - should be put 
on notice of closure within 
two years. 

St James’, which needs 
£515,000 of repair work, 
should be put on notice of 
closure within five years, he 
adds. 

Church bosses believe 
Bottom Church is perfectly 
situated to attract tourists 
into the centre of town link¬ 
ing in with plans to revamp 
Dudley Zoo and Castle. 

Council plans for Castle 
Hill include linking up Dud¬ 
ley Zoo, Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum, Dudley Canal 
Trust and the planned 
archives centre into one 
major tourist hub . 

St Edmund’s sits opposite 
one of the planned new 
entrances at the Fellows 
pub.

THE PARENTS of an autistic boy 
are locked in a legal battle with 
Dudley council over who should 
pay for his to travel to and from 
school. 

Dudley Council offered to pay travel costs 
for the five-year-old but only if he attended 
the nearest suitable school to his home. 

But that stance was challenged by his 
parents in 2009 and tribunal judges ruled 
the council should provide transport to the 
school his parents feel can best meet his 
needs - which is about a mile further from 
their home. 

They said the small increase in cost - of 
£195 for shared and £312 for individual 
transport - was not unreasonable, given the 
advantages for the little boy, and was not an 
“inefficient” use of council funds. 

But the council is now challenging that 
ruling before three of the country’s most 
senior judges at the Court of Appeal in Lon¬ 
don, with its lawyers saying it was not up to 
the tribunal to make that decision and that 
it was wrong in any case. 

Court documents revealed the youngster, 
who cannot be named for legal reasons, has 
been diagnosed with autism and also has 
moderate learning difficulties and speech 
and language impairment. 

The council identified the nearer school 
as being suitable for his needs, and offered 
to pay for transport. The country’s top civil 
judge, the Master of the Rolls, Lord Neu- 
berger, Lord Justice Richards and Lord Jus¬ 
tice Davis reserved giving their judgment on 
the case to a later date.

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Poppy puts pen to paper 
for a poem of protest 



Extract of the poem by Poppy Scott 

My mother’s name is Irene Claridge and she 
has lived for 94 years, throughout her life she 
has experienced love, happiness and tears 

Her marriage was blessed to be with a won¬ 
derful man, to be a wife, mother and then a gran 

Sixty years of marriage then she lost him one 
day. She had lost her soulmate and did not know 
what to say 

She was lucky to have me, her devoted daugh¬ 
ter who loved her and pulled her through, call¬ 
ing to see her at her bungalow every day, missing 
very few 

As time went by she became lonely and not 
feeling very well, keeping it to herself for a time 
and then to me she had to tell 

She explained that she needed company with 
no disrespect to the love that I had shown, so I 
arranged with a social worker for her to visit 


New Bradley Hall care home. When we arrived 
we were welcomed by the staff who were profes¬ 
sional and took us to look around 

New Bradley Hall is a Dudley Council-run 
residential home of excellence of which they 
should be very proud. My mom is so contented 
and cared for she wants to shout it out loud 

But now they want to close this home and she 
does not think it’s very funny 

She is so upset and becoming ill but the coun¬ 
cil says ‘don’t worry’ 

They say that they are modernising the service 
and she has got to move 

But that’s not what she wants so what are 
they trying to prove ? 

So will Dudley Council please listen to what 
I have to say 

And save a very old lady so that she can be 
happy again one day 


A DAUGHTER has made a plea to 
Dudley Council through poetry to 
highlight her experience as her 
mother fights to stay at a closure- 
threatened Kingswinford care 
home. 

Controversial plans to close New Bradley 
Hall, off Compton Drive, remain a possibil¬ 
ity under a shake-up of care services in Dud¬ 
ley borough. 

As campaigners lead the calls for a stay of 
execution during a consultation, Poppy 
Scott has poured her emotions into a poem. 

Her 94-year-old mother Irene Claridge 
has lived at the care home since 2008. She 
had moved up to Kingswinford 10 years ago 
from Droitwich with her husband Wilf to be 
closer to their family. 

But Mr Claridge died two years later and 
Irene became increasingly reliant on her 
daughter and son-in-law. 

Mrs Scott, a retired secretarial worker 
aged 70, and husband Mac, 72, have been 
working with an action group made up of 
residents, their relatives and supporters to 
save the home from the axe. 

She worked with Mac, who was awarded 
an MBE in 2000 for services to people with 
learning disabilities, to write the poem. 

It tells the tale of how Mrs Claridge came 
to live at the home and their feelings if she 
was told she has to leave. 

“We just want people to know how much 
she loves it at New Bradley Hall and she 
would be devastated to have to leave,” Mrs 
Scott said. The first of five public meetings 
during the consultation, held by officials 
from the charity Age UK Dudley, is on 
March 7 at Age UK Sedgley’s base, in Etty- 
more Road, between 2.30pm and 4.30pm.

derelict car showroom 


PLANS have been lodged to open 
a gym on a derelict car show¬ 
room in an area of Dudley ear¬ 
marked for a regeneration 
project. 

The pay-as-you-go gym could be built in 
King Street at the former Fiat and Alfa 
Romeo dealership. 

Dudley Council officials are desperate to 
redevelop the rundown plot to create an 
improved gateway into the town. King 
Street could be fully reopened as a main 
commuter route under the scheme having 
been partly coverted into a bus lane about 
five years ago. 

A change of use proposal to transform the 
showroom into a gym with nearby parking 
spaces has been submitted by Richard Shel¬ 
don. 

Midland-based agent Delta Planning has 
worked on the scheme on behalf of the 
applicant and spokesman David Green said 
they were looking to secure a lease and 
planning permission for the site. 

He confirmed the premises would be an 
“express-style” affordable gym but said 
other areas of the town were also being con¬ 
sidered for the new business. 

Ward Councillor Malcolm Davis said the 
King Street area needed a revamp, adding: 
“Any decent development so long as it is 
happy to put money into the town would be 
a good thing.” A transport plan looking at 
the impact of the gym on congestion has 
been drawn up.

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School planning to build 
new £300,000 extension 


A SCHOOL in Dudley will be given 
a £300,000 revamp to create extra 
classrooms and an extension to 
its dining hall to help cope with a 
surge in pupil numbers. 

Plans have been submitted to Dudley 
Council for a new teaching block at Sutton 
School and Specialist College, Scotts Green 
Close. 

Headteacher David Bishop-Rowe said the 
number of students on the roll had soared 
from 102 to 162 in the 11 years he had been 
working at the school. “The aim is to have 
a teaching block with new work areas. 

“At the moment we cannot fit everybody 
into the school hall to eat their lunch at the 
same time. We think it’s very important 
that we have room for the pupils to all sit 
together. 

Mr Bishop-Rowe said they hoped to start 
work on the project “as soon as possible”. 
The building will be constructed on the site 
of the existing garage and store room which 
will be demolished. 

Mr Bishop-Rowe says in the planning 
application: “With the increased number of 
pupils at the school, the needs of the pupils 
have also changed. 

“The school strives to offer new bespoke 
services on a one-to-one basis with some 
students as required. This is very difficult 
at present as the majority of the classroom 
areas are fully occupied throughout the day. 

“The teaching block will enable larger 
pupil groups to be located within it.” 

Council planners will make a decision on 
the proposals within the next two months.

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Recruitment drive to get 
more retained firefighters 


A RECRUITMENT drive for retained fire¬ 
fighters in Worcestershire has been 
launched. 

New recruits are needed at Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Stourport and Bewdley in the coming 
months in roles which pay up to £8,000 a 
year. 

Bosses at Hereford and Worcestershire 
fire and rescue service say at least 14 posi¬ 
tions are available, with the possibility of 
more, depending on the hours to which 
people are willing to commit. 

However, they insist the recruitment 
process, was not a cost-cutting exercise to 
replace employing full-time staff. 

Service spokeswoman Julie Wedgbury 
said the positions were part of an ongoing 
recruitment drive. Applicants for the jobs 


need to live or work within five minutes of 
the fire station, and all recruits must be 18 
or over at the date of joining. 

Trainee firefighters receive an annual 
retainer of up to £2,116 plus extra pay for 
attending 999 calls. 

When they are fully trained, they can earn 
up to £8,000 a year, subject to call-outs. 

Successful applicants will be paid £9.66 
per hour for attending incidents and train¬ 
ing plus £3.70 disturbance payment for each 
emergency. 

Anyone who is interested in finding out 
more is urged to attend an awareness 
session.

Hopes on bug rating 


RUSSELLS Hall Hospital’s 
risk rating is likely to improve 
after the number of infections 
was reduced in recent 
months, bosses have 
revealed. 

The hospital in Dudley has an 
amber/red rating by Monitor, the reg¬ 
ulator of Foundation Trusts, because 
of the high number of cases of super¬ 
bug C.diff since last April. However, 
the number of cases has since fallen. 

There were just two cases in 
December and one in January, and 
chief executive Paula Clark said the 
risk rating is expected to be reduced 
to amber/green. 

Staff at the hospital have been 


working to reduce numbers after 99 
cases were logged between April and 
the beginning of December last year. 

Ms Clark said: “The recent rating 
was in response to the high level of 
Clostridium difficile but the conver¬ 
sations that we have had with 
Monitor and the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission have made sure we have seen 
sustained improvement and been 
back on line with our results. 

Feedback 

“From the feedback we have 
received, we have high hopes that the 
recent rating will be reviewed.” 

She said staff had worked on 
improving hygiene and reviewing 
each case to establish whether there 


was a specific reason for the increase. 
The hospital has also invested in a 
hydrogen peroxide machine for deep 
cleaning. 

Regular staff briefings on the 
superbug are held and the trust has 
also called upon external experts to 
give advice and assess whether it is 
taking the right action to drive down 
the number of cases. 

It originally received the rating 
due to concerns by the Care Quality 
Commission that some patients did 
not receive breakfast or hot drinks. 

But although improvements had 
been made it remained on amber/red 
because of the high number of C.diff 
cases.

Bosses warn of a bleak 
future for local museum 


BOSSES of a museum in Smeth¬ 
wick are warning it is in jeopardy 
because of dwindling support 
from volunteers. 


Thriller set in wartime 


Smethwick Heritage Centre - The 
Museum at the Heart of Smethwick relies 
almost entirely on volunteers. 

But bosses said many were elderly and 
more were needed to come forward to 
secure the venue’s future. 

Museum development manager Chris 
Sutton said: “Most of our volunteers are in 
their 70s and 80s and the mathematics are 
there for everyone to see. We can probably 
carry on for the next five to 10 years but 
unless we can attract more volunteers soon 
I’m sorry to say it will happen, we will have 
to close. 

Imminent 

“It’s not imminent but it’s something we 
are definitely aware of.” 

Mr Sutton said they needed around 50 
volunteers but currently have just 25. “We 
regularly have days when we have just two 
volunteers at the museum and it’s not 
enough,” he said. 

The museum has struggled to attract vis¬ 
itors in the past year.

Park gives Bearwood 
its breathing space 


ONE of Sandwell’s jewels, 
Lightwoods Park, is a much¬ 
loved green lung in heavily 
built up Bearwood. 

The name is thought to describe the 
lightly wooded nature of the land on 
which the house was built; ho hiding 
place for bears. 

Lightwoods House is an elegant 
Grade 2 listed building, in a neo-clas¬ 
sical style. 

A brick set in the walls is inscribed 
“Jonathan Grundy, June 19th, 1780” 
and probably indicates the original 
date of construction. 

The house passed through marriage 
from the Grundy family to the Willett 
family. 

In 1858 it was leased it to soap man¬ 
ufacturer George Caleb Adkins, who 
bought it in 1865. 

Bearwood nearly lost its finest build-

ing in 1902 when house and park 
came up for sale and seemed des¬ 
tined to be redeveloped for more 
streets of terraced housing. 
Alexander Chance of Smethwick 
Glass Works established a commit¬ 
tee which raised £13,000 for their 
purchase, and then handed them 
over to the City of Birmingham. 

It was only in 2010 that ownership 
was transferred to Sandwell 
Council. 

In 1915, a garden was laid out with 
plants named in the works of Shake¬ 
speare. It still survives. 

The park bandstand is a beautiful 


example, with fine iron work. The 
boating pool and bowling green have 
gone, but are fondly remembered. 

The house was used in turn as a 
library, a cafe, for recuperating sol¬ 
diers and by the Sons of Rest. 

The renowned stained glass firm 
Hardmans relocated here from 
Birmingham in 1971 and remained 
for over 30 years. 

After their departure, the building 
was boarded up. 

Today, the park has Green Flag 
status and benefits from an active 
friends group. 

A skating rink was installed in 
Lightwoods Park last Christmas, 
and was so popular, it will return 
next December. 

Further restoration of house and 
park is due to be funded by Sandwell 
Council, the Big Lottery Fund and 
the Heritage Lottery Fund.

Government must have a 
plan for bringing more jobs

THE BUDGET is just 
around the corner 
and with unemploy¬ 
ment showing no sign 
of falling the Govern¬ 
ment must show it 
has a plan for jobs 
and growth. 

One survey stuck in my 
mind this week. It claimed 
more than a quarter of the 
smallest businesses expect to 
fold within the next two 
years. It’s shocking to think 
they’re letting all that enter¬ 
prise, talent and hard work 
fall by the wayside. 

The Regional Growth 
Fund was set up precisely to 
help these businesses expand 
and create jobs. 

Back in the summer I met 
Lord Heseltine, chairman of 
the programme’s advisory 
panel to ask him to get 
behind bids from Black 
Country businesses. 

But with the deadline for 
the third round of funding 
approaching, worrying evi¬ 
dence has emerged that the 
money is not getting through 
to the firms that need it. I’m 
pleased firms had their bids 
approved, but not a single 
one of the sixteen successful 
bidders in the West Midlands 
have so far received their 
money. 

Before boasting about new 


rounds of the Growth Fund, 
the Government needs to get 
a grip. Firms up and down 
the country need real help 
now, so Ministers must act to 
get the money to the hard 
pressed businesses who have 
already been waiting 
months. 

But that must be part of a 
much wider strategy. A real 
plan for jobs and growth - 
starting with this month’s 
budget. 

The economy grew even 
less than we thought in 2011 
- by just 0.2 per cent com¬ 
pared to the 3 per cent the 
Government predicted. 

However, in the USA, 
where the Government has 
taken a more balanced and 
steady approach to deficit 
reduction, their economy has 
more than recovered the out¬ 
put lost in the global reces¬ 


sion. The Government’s eco¬ 
nomic gamble - tax rises and 
spending cuts is backfiring, 
badly. 

It’s brought unemploy¬ 
ment to a 17-year high. It has 
put one million young people 
on the dole. And it’s lead to 
youth unemployment dou¬ 
bling in Dudley in the last 
year. I remember the 1980s. 

Our area still bears the 
scars of the failed economic 
policies which put a genera¬ 
tion of young people on the 
dole. Let’s not have another 
generation of lost talent. 

That’s why it’s so impor¬ 
tant the Government 
changes course and adopts a 
plan for jobs and growth. 

Blow for pubs campaign 

Twenty five pubs a week 
are going under. In part it’s 
because of the difficult eco¬ 


nomic conditions. But it’s 
also because of the unfair¬ 
ness of many landlord - ten¬ 
ant contracts. 

The big companies, who 
have an increasingly large 
market share, are in many 
cases imposing conditions - 
on what beer tenants can buy 
or how much they have to 
pay in rent - that are making 
it difficult for pubs to sur¬ 
vive. Last month I voted to 
introduce a code of practice 
to regulate this relationship 
and help protect pubs, but it 
seem the Government will be 
ignoring the vote. 

Police commissioner 
hustings 

In November we’ll be vot¬ 
ing to elect a Police Commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands. 
It’s a big job. And it will have 
a real impact right across our 
borough. 

There are a number of peo¬ 
ple vying to be the Labour 
Party’s candidate for West 
Midlands Police Commis¬ 
sioner; Cllr Bob Jones, Cllr 
Yvonne Mosquito, Mike 
Olley. I have arranged a pub¬ 
lic hustings which all Dudley 
residents are welcome. 

It will take place this Fri¬ 
day March 9 at the Royal 
British Legion, Ruiton St, 
Gornal from 6.45pm. Give 
me a call on 07840 103 198 if 
you’d like to come.

Renault gearing up for 
the electric revolution 



po we r e d Ivy 


RENAULT thinks one in ten 
new cars bought around 
the world in 2020 will be 
powered by a battery and 
has already invested bil¬ 
lions to help make that fore¬ 
cast come true. 

So it must hope the sales figures 
for purely-electric vehicles in the 
UK are going to pep up dramati¬ 
cally to help towards a brighter 
plug-in future. Last year we bought 
just 1,082 of them from the handful 
of car makers with a model in the 
showroom. 

Now comes Renault’s first pas¬ 
senger vehicle to point us towards a 
cleaner life in cars that emit 
nothing horrid from their tailpipes 
(and don’t have exhausts anyway). 

It’s called the Fluence and you 
feel Renault knows the real electric 
push won’t come from this car. 
We’ll have to wait a few months for 
that and the arrival of the Zoe, a 
chic looking compact hatch that 
might just become the must-have 
urban runaround for the on-trend 
motorist. 

The Fluence can’t hope to fill 
that bill. It’s big (based on a 
stretched Megane with the large 
new battery behind the rear seats) 
and gawky looking and, crucially, 
can manage as little as 50 miles 


between overnight charges. 

In the right conditions (light 
town work with heater and lights 
off) you might stretch that to 125 
miles, but the Fluence is inevitably 
going to be a second car in the 
family, which will need something 
that goes a lot further, a lot of the 
time. 

Opposition 

Still, should you find you could 
offer a Fluence the right conditions 
to thrive you’ll be buying a car that 
looks good value against the limited 
opposition. 

With the government’s £5,000 
electric car subsidy taken into 
account the Fluence costs either 
£17,495 for the Expression or 
£18,395 for the posher and 
very well equipped 
Dynamique driven here. 

You must then 
hire the battery, 
from £76 a month . 
with a 6,000 miles 
a year limit (more 
miles cost extra). 

Renault reckons 
not buying the 
battery outright 
gives a Fluence 
owner peace of mind 
that it won’t cost a 
fortune to replace, and 
will also make the car 


easier to sell when the time comes. 

Lower servicing charges than a 
comparable petrol or diesel engined 
car help keep running costs down 
and there’s the huge attraction of 
the £3 recharge too. 

The car drives pretty well; elec¬ 
tric motors produce most push 
from low revs and the Fluence 
fairly flies from a standing start, 
accompanied by a distant whine 
that sounds like your holiday jet 
launching itself along the runway. 

Lift off and the cabin turns limo 
quiet at low speeds, go a bit faster 
and tyres and wind noise give it the 
feel of a 


lated conventional car. 

It rides well too, with a relaxing 
lope that would perfectly suit a car 
capable of much greater distances 
than the Fluence manages between 
enforced stops. 

Use all its performance and the 
battery level meter on the dash will 
plunge; I consumed a quarter of the 
charge in 20 miles on an admittedly 
chilly day (needing the heater on) 
and along a winding, hilly route. 

Which means you'll be a bit of an 
eco hero to buy one. The smaller 
Zoe looks a more promising 
prospect for saving the planet. 

A fine car to drive and own that 
makes a compelling case for 
real world economy 
champion. No range 
anxiety 
either!
